La Salle School to go coeducational 


La Salle High School principals announced this 
week that the school will go coeducational for the 
school year 1991-1992. 

The school Board of Regents will assist the 
school in raising the $500,000 necessary to adapt the 
present facilities for coeducational use. such as 
additional female restrooms and a female locker 
room for sports and physical education. President of 
the board is James Blackstock 

Brother Philip Clarke FSC, principal of the 
school located at Michillinda and Sierra Madre Blvd. 
in Pasadena, said this week, “Naturally, I’m very 
pleased with the decision lor La Salle to become 
coeducational because I feel this enhances our 
planning to become the school of the future. I 
would emphasize that coeducational is only part of 


our planning in that we have already revised our 
total academic program and scholarship emphasis 
and are in the process of upgrading all our physi¬ 
cal facilities such as our computer lab and theater 
arts.’’ 

Brother Clarke continued, “Beginning in Sep¬ 
tember, 1990, we will invite eighth grade girls to 
our open house to make applications for the 1991- 
92 school year. We expect to obtain a small group 
of upper division junior and senior students to act 
as role models. We will give preference to Catholic 
students, siblings of present students, students of 
alumni and scholarship recipients.’’ 

When asked who made the original decision, 
Clarke said, “It was made by the Provincial Coun¬ 
cil of Christian Brothers, owners of La Salle. Two 


years ago a study was done for La Salle by PLOG, 
Inc., a Pasadena firm that was recommended as a 
demographic research company. The results indicated 
tremendous support for a coeducational school.” 

The University of Dayton was commissioned 
to do the research for La Salle in 1989 and those 
recommendations indicated that teachers, parents, 
students and elementary school parents were in strong 
support. The research also indicated that major 
facility changes would have to be made before the 
school could become a coeducational institution 
and that many people believe there is a need for a 
Catholic coeducational high school in the Pasadena 
area.

New hillside proposal 
from City Council 

Yet another proposal for zoning of the un¬ 
developed hillsides above Sierra Madre has been 
put forward, this time by the City Council. 

The proposal would set the zones by quarter 
section lines, creating straight parallel lines across 
the face of the range, disregarding topography as 
a zoning consideration, one of the main con¬ 
cerns voiced by Hillside Coalition members. 

The Planning Commission has proposed using 
elevation — the 12(X)-foot line — as its means of 
zone demarcation, based on the fact that, in general, 
the topography of the hillsides tends to steepen 
considerably above this level. 

Several of the larger landowners, however, 
objected to the choice of elevation as a demarca¬ 
tion, maintaining that a number of safely buildable 
and not high visible sites are located above this. 
They asserted that the only logical and equitable 
method of zoning would be by individual con¬ 
sideration of the terrain on each property. 

The Planning Commission’s proposal creates 
four zones from east to west below the 1200-foot 
level, ranging from one house per 10 acres on the 
east through one per five in the mid-section to one 
per 20 acres on the west. Everything above 1200 
feet is proposed as restricted to one house per 40

Next week will mark the kick-off for the six- 
week Cooking Treasures of Sierra Madre promotion 
sponsored by Main Street. 

Seventy-two gouimet recipe cards will be avail¬ 
able — free of charge — in 36 downtown busi¬ 
nesses, beginning Nov. 6, with each business pro¬ 
viding two of the 72 different recipe cards. 

Each week, for six weeks, more recipes will 
be available and every week will include different 
recipes for hors d’oeuvres, salads, soups, breads, 
side dishes, main courses, desserts and miscellaneous. 

The second through fifth weeks each business 
will have one recipe card available, and the final 


week (Dec. 11 - 16), two recipe cards will again be 
provided by each business. 

No two cards contain the same recipe and some 
coiuam more than one recipe. 

Thus, a total of 306 different recipes can be ob¬ 
tained by dedicated collectors on 288 different cards 
during the six-week promotion. 

The Main Street promotion is aimed at making 
residents more aware of the number and diversity of 
the downtown businesses and introduce them to the 
wide variety of opportunities available to shoppers 
in Sierra Madre. 

Tracy Miller, owner of Happy’s Wine & Spirits, 


and Jacki Raymond, director of Foothill Creative 
Arts Group, are co-chairs for the promotion, which 
is being conducted as part of the holiday activities 
now being planned and coordinated by several groups 
for the central business area.

Accidents are 
1/3 of fatalities 


Accidents in public places claimed 
approximately 18,000 lives nationwide 
last year, the third largest class of acci- 
ental fatalities — following motor vehi¬ 
cle crashes and accidents in the home — 
according to National Safety Council 
estimates. 

The two major causes of public 
fatalities were falls — 3700 — and 
drownings — 3200 — together account¬ 
ing for more than one-third of the 
deaths involved. 

Classified as public accident fatal¬ 
ities are deaths in public places or places 
used in a public way, not involving 
motor vehicles. Most sports and recrea¬ 
tion deaths are included. Not included 
are fatalities incurred in the course of 
employment. 

“A great many of these accidents 
are preventable,” reminds Joseph M. 
Kaplan, president of the Greater Los 
Angeles Chapter National Safety Coun¬ 
cil. “All that is required is care and 
caution, and a reasonable respect for 
one’s own life.” 

Among the other leading causes of 
public fatalities were: firearms accidents, 
600; deaths associates with fires, 500; 
air transport accidents, 900; water trans¬ 
port accidents, 800; railroad acci¬ 
dents, 500, and other transport — in¬ 
cluding pedacycles and animal-drawn 
vehicles, 200. About 7600 other acci¬ 
dental deaths in the public area were 
attributed to a multiplicity of 
causes, including medical complications, 
excessive heat and cold, suffocation by 
ingestion and poisoning by solids and 
liquids.

It was interesting to read the anniversary 
edition of the Sierra Madre News, particularly 
as 1 had just visited the office on a quick trip 
to see my sister. Contrary to concepts of 
several years ago, TV has not replaced print. 
The written media continue to play an impor¬ 
tant role in our daily life. We are the recip¬ 
ients of more and more papers, magazines and 
newsletters. 

Washington has two principal daily papers: 
The Washington Post, owned by Katharine 
Graham, and The Washington Times, owned 
by the Rev. Sun Myung Moon interests. 
The former makes money and the latter is in 
the red. In addition, the headquarters of 
USA Today is right across the river in Arling¬ 
ton, Va. 

Recently, annual statistics on The Washing¬ 
ton Post Co. were made public. The paper is 
the city’s 8th largest industry. Summarizing: 
Founded, 1877; employees, 6300; annual reven¬ 
ue, $1.37 billion; profit, $269 million, and 
the corporation pays dividends. It also pub¬ 
lishes The Herald in Everett, Wash, and 
Newsweek. 

While considerably different than com¬ 
parable numerical data for The Sierra Madre 
News, the two papers publish much in common, 
including news, pictures, sports, religious notes 
and ads. One feature that really hits home is 
a column entitled “Bob Levey’s Washington.” 

I think Levey is trying to emulate Jan 
Reed’s “Under the Pepper Tree.” He focuses 
on community life, such as riding the subway, 
complaints about potholes, neighborhood events 
and other entertaining subjects. 

Coincidental identity to Jan’s writings is 
the quoting of vanity license plates. A recent 
issue listed 1 H8 95. Having commuted to the 
city on 1-95 for many years, I really relate 
to that thought. The plate could be changed in 
California to I H8 15 or 10 or 5 or what¬ 
ever.

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The title of Robert Fulghum’s best seller, 
“All 1 Really Need to Know 1 Learned in 
Kindergarten,” reminds me of a quote I read 
several years ago: “All the love we come to know 
in our lives springs from the love we knew as 
children.” 

As a child, 1 was given a love for books 
which has never left me. As a teacher I have 
tried to pass down that love to children be^ 
cause I believe that something very important 
and good can be learned in books that either 
may not be learned elsewhere, or needs to be 
affirmed. Perhaps that “important” and 
“good” has to do with the ability to feel 
things deeply, not only for yourself but for 
others as well. Reading grows compassion. 
Compassion that comes from “getting inside a 
character” and being able to experience things 
through their point of view. People. Places. 
Things. 

In reflecting on books I have loved, 1 
remember the emotional impact “Black Beauty” 
had on me as a child. By emotional impact 1 
mean sobbing and sobbing as 1 read the story 
of horses being at the mercy of their masters. 
Some were kind and some were cruel. And the 
cruel ones broke my heart. 1 was no less 
moved by the love and sympathy of its author, 
Anna Sewell, herself an invalid most of her life. 

That I could get so emotional over a 
book taught me that books had power. Of 
course, the power had limits. Reading “Black 
Beauty” did not teach me how to ride a horse, 
in fact, since reading it I have never been able 
to kick a horse hard enough to show it who’s 
in charge! 

But “Black Beauty,” which is so sweetly 
written and ends peacefully, taught me how 
much damage meanness docs and how much 
goodness love does. So, I think in a world 
where violence is beginning to be portrayed 
as more “cool” and “cruel" it is noi a bad 
idea to go back to childhood classK-s and re 
member where our loves spring from and are

One way to tind an answer ... or a 
solution to a problem ... is to ask a ques¬ 
tion. So, here’s your question for this week: 
“Do we have more optimists or more pessimists 
in the Sierra Madre business/governmental 
leadership decision making community?” 

If that’s the question, you ask, what is the 
problem to be solved or the answer to be found? 
Last week’s story in the Sierra Madre News 
announcing that Scott Aviation intends to shut 
down their Sierra Madre operation beginning 
in 1990 has several ramifications to Main 
Street as well as the Sierra Madre community. 

Take 196 jobs out of any community and 
you have made an economic impact. Consider¬ 
ing the lack of an industrial complex in our 
town you have to figure the majority of those 
people will be seeking employment elsewhere. 
It is my understanding that the vast majority of those 
affected do not reside in Sierra Madre and do 
not currently leave much of their spendable 
income here. If that’s the case, our major 
loss will result from the overall economic con¬ 
tribution made by the corporation. 

If Scott Aviation is leaving, the event may

ultimately be judged as a “bad news/good news” 
happening. Hear me out before you get the 
rope. 

Remember my original question about op¬ 
timists and pessimists? Add this latest event to 
the other factors influencing our ability to 
conduct a successful downtown revitalization. 
Factors like: the pending State mandate to 
develop and implement a plan to mitigate 
damage and loss of life related to unrein¬ 
forced masonry buildings; the willingness of 
private property owners. Main Street, the 
Chamber of Commerce, local businesses and 
city officials to create partnerships to imple¬ 
ment doable, realistic programs fostering re¬ 
vitalization; the setting aside of territorial do¬ 
mains by local clubs and organizations to 
cooperate and co-organize the promotion and 
marketing efforts necessary to make downtown 
attractive to the outside market place. 

Each of these factors provides an oppor¬ 
tunity for positive action. In the case of Scott 
Aviation, the potential opportunity is the land 
reuse of properties currently occupied by Scott 
Aviation. The Economics Research Associates 
(ERA) economic development strategy report 
includes the “land use exchange concept” in 
each of its viable recommended alternatives. 
In part, they say, “This third concept also . . . 
suggests ... the city encourage reuse of the 
industrially zoned properties on East Montecito, 
which are easily accessed from Baldwin Avenue, 
for office development infill. As mentioned 
before, careful increments of employment acti¬ 
vity in these properties will benefit the city 
center and support higher levels of daytime re¬ 
tail activity, although on a modest basis.” 

Let’s hope our collective leadership is look¬ 
ing at half full glasses ... not a half empty 
pitcher.

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Nine items make swift menu

Commissioners Jim Hester, Whilma Holcombe, 
Stan Hutchinson, Eloise Parker, John Watter and 
Chairman Ross Tyree dove right into a nine item 
agenda at the 7:30 p.m. Thursday, Oct. 19 meeting. 
The items on the agenda included a continued hear¬ 
ing on the proposed ordinance to downzone certain 
streets and reclassify density in certain areas. 
Also included were seven public hearings and more 
discussion on a design review board. 

The proposed ordinance, which follows the 
recommendations of the General Plan Ad Hoc 
Committee, was presented to the commission in draft 
form. During the public portion of the hearing, 
only one resident, Dorothy Hobiack, stepped forward 
to voice her concern over the portion of the 
ordinance dealing with downzoning certain streets. 
Her objections were based on quotes from the MSI 
fee increase report which indicated problems with 
adequate sewer and water service. 

“Do we need more R-1 on top of (the problems 


that exist)?” she asked. She also showed pictures 
of the density already existing near Alverno school, 
an area that “has a lot of R-3. Do we want to 
increase this density even more? Not to mention the 
fact that my retirement would be reduced by 30 per¬ 
cent.” 

At this point, Commissioner Parker, who had 
been absent from previous meetings on the proposed 
ordinance, asked “How many of the ad hoc com¬ 
mittee menbers are R-2 or R-3 owners? Would they 
have made the same recommendations if there were 
some? What about the taxes? If we rezone from 
R-3 to R-2 where do we make up the taxes? 

I feel this should go to a vote. These people made 
an investment, and it should not be decided by a 
handful of people.” 

Commissioner Hutchinson stated that it was only 
“a theoretical loss of money. They’ve already 
made the money (in appreciation).” 

Commissioner Hester concurred, saying, “No,one 
will lose money, they just won’t make as much as

they thought. I’m not here to insure investments. 
I’m here to do what’s best for the entire city.” 

Commissioner Parker rebutted by pointing out 
the fact that the cost of building is also going up. 
“I could have had six units on my property, 
now I can only put in three with all the setbacks 
and regulations. If you were to downzone it, I 
might only get in one. If you were the owner, 
you all wouldn’t be so anxious to rezone.” 

Commissioner Watter added, “It seems like a lot 
of paperwork for nothing (the rezoning). We really 
have nothing to gain by doing it. They can’t do 
anything without coming before us anyway.” 

Chairman Tyree also agreed on this point. “No 
one has given me good reason to change the zoning 
from R-3 to R-2 (on those streets). If the traffic 
is okay, the density is okay, what’s wrong?” 

After further discussion, the commission 
recommended to delete the downzoning of Highland, 
Montecito, Lima, and portions of Auburn from the 
ordinance with Commissioner Hester opposed. The 
commission the quickly approved zone changes on 
the following: Krafft Estate (R-1-11,(X)0), Jameson 
Estate (R-1-11,(XX)), Sierra Madre School, (R-1- 
11,000), Maranatha High School, (R-1-11,000) Ward 
Property (R-1-11,000), Maarse Property (R-1-11,000) 
and Alverno High School (R-1-11,000). 

Overlay zones were established for the Krafft 
Estate, Jameson Estate, Sierra Madre School, Ward 
Property and Alverno High School. A lot size vs. 
maximim footprint coverage formula was also 
approved for recommendation with Watter opposing. 

Also, the commission recommended for approval 
the South Baldwin Overlay Zone which would rezone 
existing R-3 to R-p. 

In other business, the commission approved a 
rear yard variance for pool equipment for Vern and 
Marjorie Miller at 499 Acadia St. 

A front yard variance request by Chester 
Pondo was continued for 30 days in order to allow 
the applicant to show more adequate elevation 
drawings. Also continued was a request for Joseph 
Illig for a front yard and parking variance at 665 
Brookside Ave. to allow him to come back with 
workable plans. 

A side yard variance for an addition to the home 
of Ken and Shirley Anhalt was granted at 743 E. 
Grandview Ave, as was another side yard variance 
for addition at 292 W. Carter Ave., requested by 
David Hillburg. 

A second story variance of three feet was 
approved by the commission with Commissioner 
Hester in opposition to John and Lidia Trypucko 
at 197 Rancho Rd. for a pre-existing nonconform¬ 
ing dwelling under reconstruction. 

Under old and new business, the commission 
again heard reports from City Administrator Jim 
McRea on steps the city is taking to look at 
neighborhood compatibility and similar issues in a 
feasible way. One such plan would include a design 
review board that would be a preliminary commission 
that would review design before plans go to the 
Planning Commission. If the design review board felt 
the plans were satisfactory and no variances were 
needed, they would be forwarded to the building 
department. If not, or in the case of the applicants’ 
appeal, the case would go as a regular public hearing 
before the Planning Commission as is the practice 
now.

Silk and wool are being combined in¬ 
to fabrics which have become extremely 
fashionable. Most of these look wonder¬ 
ful, feel fine, clean beautifully, and 
generally give no trouble. 

Unfortunately, some of these blends 
do give trouble. With 86% wool and 14% 
silk, these fabrics are constructed so that 
a pure dye silk yarn runs lengthwise, and a 
yarn-dyed wool runs crosswise. 

Because of low strength silk yarns, 
breakage occurs at point of strain. That’s 
when fine silk fibers work to the surface at 
points of folding or creasing. Sometimes 
the wool yarn works to the surface In the 
form of little “pills.”

If the Christian is to 
regard Christianity as 
true, he dare not place 
in the same class any 
man-made religions. 
There is no general 
religious concept or 
definition that embraces 
the distinctive tenets of 
Christianity and of 
the man-made reli¬ 
gions; Christianity is 
quite in a class by it¬ 
self. It alone is the true 
religion, while all the 
others are counterfeit; 
and iust as little as coun¬ 


terfeit coin is real money, 
so little can man-made 
religions substantiate 
their claim of being real 
religions. If the term 
religion is applied to 
them, it is done in a 
wholly improper sense. 
If we do designate them 
as “religions,” we 
do it in the same 
sense in which we term 
counterfeit coins “money” 
or in which Holy Scrip¬ 
ture applies to the 
heathen idols the 
term “gods.” 

The application of the 
name in this case never 
means that the object 
thus designated is in 
reality that which the 
name expresses. The 
heathen idols are not 
Gods, nor are the heathen 
forms of worship reli¬ 
gions in the true sense 
of the term.

it was built in 1912. 
That’s when it was built,” 
Michael said. 

So far they have 
painted the outside of 
the house, installed new 
windows, have done 
outside brickwork and 
total landscaping. They

New hillside proposal from City Council

The council is counter-proposing that every¬ 
thing above the straight line created by the southern 
lines of the top-most quarter sections of the privately 
owned land retain the one house per 40-acre desig¬ 
nation. 

Above a second line, drawn at the section mid¬ 
point to the south of the upper quarter sections 
would be set at one house per 10 acres across 
the entire hillside area from east to west city 
boundaries. 

These two upper bands would also require a 
Conditional Use Permit (CUP) or design review for 
development. 

The lowest band, situated below the midway 
section down to the edges of currently developed 
areas, would retain the current R-1-15 zoning, or 
lots of 15,000 square feet each, again regardless of 
topography, although some land within this belt 
contains steep slopes, as well as high visibility 
from areas below, another concern of the Coali¬ 
tion members and other preservation-minded resi¬ 
dents. 

The CUP or design review requirements for 
this zone was not included in the council recom-

mendations, which also is objectionable to Coal¬ 
ition members who feel that all undeveloped hill¬ 
side land should be subject to review. 

Included in this R-1-15 zone would be consider¬ 
able undeveloped areas of lower Willis and Heflin 
properties, as well as the lowest portion of the 
Monastery. 

The council also proposed that properties of 
one-half acre or less be exempted from the restric¬ 
tions of the ordinance, although again some of the 
small holdings contain steep terrain and high visi¬ 
bility. 

In addition, the council questioned the Planning 
Commission’s recommendation of restricting grad¬ 
ing to 20(X) cubic yards of earth, requesting an 
engineering review to determine whether or not this 
should be the upper limit. 

The controversial matter has been pitting land- 
owners against preservationists and, on different 
portions of the current proposals, both sides against 
the Planning Commission and council. 

The proposals will be the subject of a joint 
council-commission study session this evening, 
Thursday, Nov. 2, at 6 p.m. in City Hall, and a 
subsequent public hearing before the council on 
Tuesday, Nov. 14.

bers of the boards of Alverno, Dominican Sisters 
(who operate San Gabriel Mission High School and 
Flintridge Sacred Heart). 

Then Archbishop of Los Angeles Roger Ma¬ 
honey gave his approval for the change after con¬ 
sulting with his Board of Education and Arch- 
diosesan Education Office. 

“After all of these consultations and study 
materials went to the brothers up north, the deci¬ 
sion was made on Oct. 17,” Brother Clarke said. 

He continued that another coeducational school 
was not a major change for the Christian Brothers 
since 60 percent of the schools operated by them are 
already coeducational. That does not include St. 
Mary’s College of California, Moraga. Christian 
Brothers operate nine high schools in California 
and Oregon. 

“Philosophically, coeducational schools are 
better than single sex schools,” Clarke continued. 
“It will make my life a little busier but the most 
significant change almost immediately will be the in¬ 
crease in enrollment. We must prepare for that. We 
are also planning in-service seminars for the staff 
concerning psychological and educational 
implications that a coeducational school would pro¬ 
bably cause. These are in addition to the stresses 
that accompany all change. The teachers are 100 
percent unanimously looking forward to it. Already 
almost 50 percent of the lay staff are women. We 
don’t foresee major changes for that reason. We will 
add staff as enrollment increases.” 

Major requirements at La Salle include religion, 
English, math, science, social studies, foreign lan¬ 
guage with extra courses such as computer pro¬ 
gramming, the arts and performing arts. 

There are 21 teachers, and an additional nine, to 30, 
are projected for the next five years. There are 15 
lay staff members and six brothers now teaching at 
La Salle. 

Clarke said they are already looking at the 
coeducational leagues which will include a full range 
of sports such as basketball, soccer, volleyball, 
track, cross country, swimming. 

Over 30(X) students have graduated from La Salle 
High School since its beginning in 1956 with over 
94 percent of those graduates having gone on to 
college. The philosophy of La Salle High School is 
centered on the uniqueness of the individual, his 
value as a person with religious, intellectual, imagin¬ 
ative, emotional, social and physical potential 

The La Salle student follows a college prepara¬ 
tory program which requires extensive course work. 

Principal Clarke concluded, “We are now ready 
to complete the plan by admitting girls in 1991- 
92, establishing a new image in the community. 
The administration, faculty, staff, students, parents, 
alumni and Board of Regents have all concurred in 
this plan.”

“The Eighties,” billed 
as “a new comedy by 
Tom Cole,” is not, as 
one might suppose, a 
summary of the foibles 
of the past decade. It is 
a picture of two people 
in their eighties; they 
are as old as the cen¬ 
tury and have exper¬ 
ienced the jazz age, the 
Depression, World War 
II, probably thought 
things were all straight¬ 
ened out in the ’50s, were 
startled, possibly liberated 
by the ’60s and ’70s, 
and are now, undeniably 
and by definition, old. 

It is tempting to re¬ 
construct what kind of 
people they were 
when younger, bright 
active, intelligent, fond 


or word games and of 
wittily baiting each other 
for fun. She has always 
been, it seems, self- 
possessed, patient 
and practical. Now she 
forgets things and 
tends to repeat her¬ 
self. Her recurrent 
phrases fit easily into 
Cole’s semi-poetic 
style with an effect both 
comic and touching. As 
she says — and repeat¬ 
edly — she is slowing 
down. 

He was a doer, ener¬ 
getic, a sensualist, a 
man of quick mood 
changes. Now he is 
eaten by resentment 
of his physical frailties, 
his limited world, 
his shrunken life. At

least his wife has 
something constructive 
to do, be it only 
chopping the vegetables 
for lunch. He feels he 
has nothing to look 
forward to but deter¬ 
ioration. 

In their frustra¬ 
tion these two continue 
to bait each other, 
reacting with emotion 
exaggerated by that 
frustration. Occa¬ 
sionally there is a 
flash of the old rela¬ 
tionship. They care 
about each other but 
they are tired of their 


own problems and of 

each other’s problems. 
But they can still com¬ 
municate, and we spend 
a day with them in their 
modern kitchen, 
as they struggle to adapt 
the old companion¬ 
ship to the people they 


Perhaps for those in 
their 20s and 30s it is 
pure comedy. “Look at 
the funny old people, 
pretending they can still 
feel the way we feel!” 
Or for the more thought¬ 
ful, it may be revela¬ 
tion. For those in the 


70s and 80s it is much 
too close to home 
and tells them things 
they would just as soon 
forget. For those in 
their 40s and 50s it is 
sympathetic pro¬ 
phecy. These are enter¬ 
taining oldsters, with 
spunk and charm and it 
is certainly desirable 
to laugh at their sallies, 
but there is a warning 
that they might have 
started their adapta¬ 
tion earlier. One 
cannot hope for a long 
life and then complain 
at the problems that 
come with it. 


James Whitmore and 
Audra Lindly 

create these two spirited 


people with accuracy 
and sympathy and keep 
Cole’s delight with words 
from flying too far into 
symbolism, and Lamont 
Johnson’s knowledgable 
direction holds un¬ 
compromisingly to reality 
as well as providing ap¬ 
propriate amusement. It 
is certainly healthier to 
laugh than to cry about 
the inevitable.

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Little action on URM 


building in Siena 

In the wake of the 7.1 earthquake that devastated 
the Bay Area last week, the mayor of Los Angeles 
stated that the city may be moving too slowly in 
forcing owners of unreinforced masonry (URM) build¬ 
ings to upgrade them. 

What is Sierra Madre doing about some 37 
URM buildings, including a hotel and a church, 
which could pose a threat to the life of anyone 
caught in or near them in the event of a similar or 
greater temblor here? 

A meeting was sponsored by Main Street tor 
owners and tenants of the affected buildings in July, 
but little has transpired since that time. 

City staff has been assigned the task of canvassing 
property owners to ascertain whether or not they 
would be willing to go along with a city offer to 
provide 50 percent of the cost of obtaining a single 
consulting engineer to determine, building by build¬ 
ing, the extent of the problems involved. To date, 
however, this has not been done. It is under the juris¬ 
diction of Public Works Director Oliver Dablo. 

Mayor Bruce Crow asked that the matter be 
placed on Tuesday’s City Council meeting agenda 
and the council heard a report from City Adminis¬ 
trator Jim Mcrea which revealed that an engineering 
firm which could assess the repairs needed if the 
ity joined property owners in meeting the cost, 
had not yer been selected. 

He indicated that approximately $1200 per 
property owner could be made available from the 
city from Community development Block Grant 
funds, if owners showed any interest. A hearing 
was set on the matter for Nov. 14, which will leave 
about six weeks to the state deadline. 

Only four property owners have conducted seis¬ 
mic tests or commenced any rehabilitation on their 
own and one building which was damaged during 
the 1987 Whittier quake was extensively repaired 
without being required to effect URM rehabilitation. 

The city of Los Angeles, which has been the 
subject of much official concern besides that of its 
mayor since the Oct. 17, 1989 quake, has reported 
between 30 and 50 percent compliance to date, 
compared to eight percent to date in Sierra Madre. 

The state law which mandates such rehabili¬ 
tation requires that each city submit a plan for 
achieving the rehabilitation by Jan. 1, 1990 — little 
more than two months from now. 


Madre 

The Sierra Madre buildings, located on Kersting 
Court, both sides of Sierra Madre Blvd. as far west 
as Lima, and both sides of Baldwin Ave., range 
from free-standing URM structures to multi-struc¬ 
tures with common URM walls. 

Los Angeles officials voiced the opinions that 
many owners of URM buildings were simply not 
complying with requirements and the lack of res¬ 
ponse to Sierra Madre’s queries and work com¬ 
menced to date, as well as statements made at the 
July meeting, indicate a lack of eagerness on the part 
of owners here to render their buildings safe. 

One owner at the July meeting, when told by 
the panel that the state-mandated deadline was ra¬ 
ther vague, asked, “Does this mean Sierra 
Madre could set a deadline for compliance at 50 
years?” 

At that time Mayor Bruce Crow stated that 
undoubtedly the state deadline would be set at 
somewhere between three to five years down the 
line. 

Another owner asked at the same meeting that 
the list of Sierra Madre URM buildings be kept 
confidential, since businesses could “lose customers 
who are afraid of earthquakes.” 

So far the city has honored this request, 
declining to release the identities of buildings cur¬ 
rently on the list, although some are now known. 

Following last week’s Northern California quake. 
Mayor Crow stated, “We intend to have a plan (by 
Jan. 1). We will probably adopt Los Angeles 
City’s Division 88 (which specifies various methods 
for mitigating URM hazards).” 

He added, “There is no reason to believe we 
have forever here.” 

The victims of the Nimitz Freeway collapse 
in Oakland, or those in cars outside one URM 
building in San Francisco, would agree — if they 
had lived to do so. 

Note: Sierra Madre is located in Seismic Zone 
4, the most hazardous earthquake category. The 
state-mandated URM safety requirements are in¬ 
tended only to prevent the collapse of a building 
long enough to “buy time” (three to four minutes) 
for people inside to get out. It does not guarantee 
that the building will not be destroyed. Ed.

Mountjoy angry at State Board 
of Education about abortion stand 


Before a packed 
hearing room in the 
State’s Capitol today. 
Assemblyman Richard 
L. Mountjoy (R-Mon- 
rovia) admonished 
the members of the Cali¬ 
fornia State Board of 
Education that to teach 
school children that the 
theory of evolution is a 
scientific fact is to “deny 
our future generations 
the opportunity to ex¬ 
pand their minds, to 
question, to explore for 
themselves the answers 
to the mysteries of our 
universe.” 

Mountjoy continued, 
“The State’s proposed 
position that evolu¬ 
tionism is undis¬ 
puted is of itself a 
denial of the possibility 
of creationism; there¬ 
fore, by taking that 
position, the State auto¬ 
matically injects itself 
into the realm of reli¬ 
gion. 

“1 believe the 
purpose of education is 
to stimulate and help 
develop the mental growth 
of our young people,” 
Mountjoy stated. “To 


present to young child¬ 
ren the evolution theory 
as an uncontested scien¬ 
tific fact is to give them 
flawed information and 
to erode the founda¬ 
tion of Christian belief. 

“1 submit to you that 
there is more truth in 
the theory of creation 
than there is in the theory 
of evolution. Both 
theories should be taught, 
and students should be 
encouraged to study 
and explore them 
both and make their 
own decisions. Ulti¬ 
mately, either theory 
must be accepted through 
faith. 

“Let’s not forget that 
the founding of this 
nation was based on a 
very fundamental belief 
in the existence of an 
Almighty God. Our 
founding fathers were 
not foolish men; they 
were statesmen who 
realized the necessity of 
an ethical foundation for 
this great country 
to survive. They 
based their decisions 
on a firm belief in 


God, which is evi¬ 
denced in almost all 
their writings. 

“Because my time is 
limited to three minutes 
in this hearing, 1 will 
not attempt to say all 
that I would wish to. 
For the sake of our fu- 
ture generations, 
however, 1 call upon 
the members of the 
State Board of Edu¬ 
cation to reject that 
portion of the com¬ 
mission’s recommenda¬ 
tion which calls for 
teaching the theory 


of evolution as a 
scientific fact, because it 
is not,” Mountjoy 
concluded. 

The Policy Com¬ 
mittee of the Cali¬ 
fornia State Board of 
Education will review 
on Nov. 8 the sciences 
curriculum as revised 
in today’s hearing; on 
Nov. 9, the full board 
will consider the pro¬ 
posal and make its deci¬ 
sion regarding adoption 
for teaching in Cali¬ 
fornia’s schools.

“We are looking into 
what we would need to 
do to take care of the 
problems within our 
city, what mutual aid 
we would need to take 
part in around this area,” 
Betts said. “Coinci¬ 
dentally, this exercise 
was planned before the 
recent San Francisco 
earthquake but it is sure¬ 
ly a timely exercise.”

Otanglng Korea,’ focus of seminar First Avenue’s Shari Litsey takes part 
tttended by Foothiil^ Antilia German exchange program 


“Kids are the same 
iverywhere.” This was 
he observation made 
,y Foothills Junior 
Jigh School teacher 
Jadelyn Antilla who 
pent five weeks in 
Corea as a participant 
n the Fulbright Summer 
ieminar designed 
10 introduce American 
teachers to Korean cul¬ 
ture. 

The basis for her 
finding came as a result 
of teaching an English 
class at a boys’ high 
school where the stu¬ 
dents were interested 
in life in the United 
States and television 
shows. 

Antilla found that 
classrooms were 
crowded, with some 60 
kids in class, that stu¬ 
dents were well-behaved, 
studying hard to do well 
in exams so they could 
go on to the next 
level, and that 
education becomes rote. 

“The Changing Korea” 
was the theme of the 
seminar which was 
attended by 14 teach¬ 
ers from all over the 
United States. They 
heard lectures on 
Korean history, economic 
planning and women’s 
issues and learned 
how the Koreans are 
planning for the future. 

They visited an 
automobile assembly 
plant and a ship build¬ 
ing facility where they 
found American- 
educated engineers. They 


went to Kwangju, site of 
student demonstrations 
and the beginning of 
anti-Americanism in 
the late ’70s. 

The group was told 
that there would be 
anti-American demon¬ 
strations, but Antilla 
didn’t see any such 
thing. However, she 
reports that she 
was treated cor¬ 
dially and friend¬ 
ly by professional peo¬ 
ple as well as those 
she would meet on 
the street. 

With map in hand 
and a confused look 
on face, there was 
always someone who 
would offer help, she 
explains. 

The seminar also 
included a trip to 
Kyungju, historic 


site from the Silla 
Dynasty, where an an¬ 
thropologist explained 
the significance of the 
tombs. 

On a trip to Cheju, an 
island off the south¬ 
western tip of the Korean 
peninsula, Antilla saw a 
developing tourist in¬ 
dustry where the natives 
are trying to keep for¬ 
eign investors from 
over developing 
their island, a lesson 
learned from the 
Hawaiians. 

She had an oppor¬ 
tunity to talk on a one- 
to-one basis with Korean 
students, learning that 
girls are concerned 
about the economy and 
whether they will be able 
to enjoy the same life¬ 
styles as their parents 
and about marriage in 


their traditional sense 
where man dominates. 

Other findings dur¬ 
ing her Korean tour 
were a ‘‘wonderful sub¬ 
way system,” ‘‘extremely 
spicy but wonderful 
food” and ‘‘absolutely 
crazy traffic.” 

Her summer seminar 
has given Antilla a bet¬ 
ter idea of what East 
Asia is really like 
and will help her as she 
teaches history 
classes at Foothills 
where she has taught 
for the past eight years. 
She figures her exper¬ 
ience will really help 
her in understanding 
ESL students and that 
all the literature and 
memorabilia she 
brought back will en¬ 
hance the curriculum she 
is now writing.

During her four-week 
study trip to Germany 
this summer, Shari Litsey 
learned, among other 
things, how another 
democracy works and 
about German exper¬ 
iences in World War II. 
Because she teaches 
world history at First 
Avenue Junior 
High, Litsey will have 
an opportunity to enrich 
her curriculum as 
she shares these recent 
findings with her stu¬ 
dents. 

Litsey’s participation 
in the teacher exchange 
program sponsored 
by the German Marshall 
Fund founded her in a 
group of 28 teachers, an 
equal number from the 
United States and Ger¬ 
many. 

During a week’s stay 
in Bonn, they met 
with contingencies 
from three of the four 
major political par¬ 
ties and with a repre¬ 
sentative of the Bunde 
stag, Germany’s Parlia¬ 
ment. They learned how 
minority parties can be 
effective because legis¬ 
lators are elected on a 
proportional representa¬ 
tion based on the percent 
of vote that each party 
receives. 

The actual study pro¬ 
gram was held in the 
medieval university 
town of Gottingen where 
the seminar participants 
learned about the Ger¬ 
man immigration and 
refugee prob¬ 

lem, the holocaust, the 
German historian debate 
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Tips for a 
Warm Winter.

schools, where high 
school students 
are put in tracks 
according to their 
ability. 

In Duderstadt, a 
medieval town 

near the East German 
border, Litsey was 
aware of school child¬ 
ren going home early in 
the day, only to find out 
that if the temperature 
reaches 73 degrees by 10 
a.m. students are dis¬ 
missed as it is deemed 
‘‘too hot to study.” 

The last week of the 
program was spent in 
Berlin. When Litsey 
and several fellow 
seminar partici¬ 
pants went into East 
Berlin, they faced 
pollution and small, 
smog-producing cars. 
Their luncheon reserva¬ 
tions at an East Berlin 
restaurant came with 
a written contract, 
including the menui 
that would be served. 

Before returning home,

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Rhee improves Spanish in Spain 
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Eugenia Kim 


Eugenia Kim wins 
Junior Bach Festivai 


A gold medal in the 
Southern California Jun¬ 
ior Bach Festival was 
won recently by 14-year- 
old Eugenia Kim of 
Arcadia. The festival is 
held annually and cul¬ 
minates several rounds 
of competition. 

This Polytechnic High 
School junior has also 
won first place honors in 
the Chopin category 
at the Southwestern 
Youth Music Festival 
and in the Los Angeles 
Concerto Audi¬ 
tion. She has performed 
with the Pasadena 
Youth Musicians’ Or¬ 
chestra and the North- 
ridge Chamber Or¬ 
chestra.

wood-Westwood Audi¬ 
tion where she was 
honored as “Artist of 
Tomorrow.” 

This young musi¬ 
cian was selected to 
go to the Interna¬ 
tional Rome Festival 
as the representative 
pianist of the United 
States. 

In addition to her 
honors as a pianist, 
Kim is active at her 
school where she has 
been a member of the 
speech and debate 
team, varsity tennis 
team, orchestra. Am¬ 
nesty International, 
Ecology Club and Ad¬ 
vanced Math and 
Science Club. She 
also is president of the 
Spanish Club. 


In order to improve 
his use and knowledge of 
Spanish, 17-year-old 
Chris Rhee spent the 
summer in Salamanca, 
Spain on an American 
Field Service Language 
Study Program. 

With 35 other AFS 
students, most of whom 
were from the United 
States, he lived and 
studied Spanish at 
Salamanca Univer¬ 
sity. Established over 
700 years ago, it is 
one of Spain’s oldest 
universities. 

In classes, which were 
taught only in Spanish, 
were students from all 
over the world who were 
enrolled in various lan¬ 
guage study programs. 
Rhee says that some of 
the professors didn’t 
even speak Englisli. 

Three hours of each 
day, Monday through 
Friday, were spent in 
grammar and conversa¬ 
tion classes. 

And according to Spa¬ 
nish custom, each after¬ 
noon several hours were 
put aside for “siesta.” 
During this time Rhee 
would do his home¬ 


work and practice guitar, 
as he also took les¬ 
sons on the musical 
instrument. He 
says that, though he has 
had a guitar at home, 
he never had time to 
take lessons but was 
able to take advantage of 
the opportunity to learn 
the instrument at the 
university. 

According to univer¬ 
sity tradition, if a stu¬ 
dent could find a 
frog on top of a skull 


in the carvings on the 
facade of the 

school without any help, 
he would pass his test. 
Rhee reports that he 
found the frog and, “It 
worked. I passed.” 

In their spare time, 
the students would go to 
outdoor cafes and 
discos. They visited the 
Moorish cathedrals, 
went shopping, took in 
the flea market on 
Sunday and the bull¬ 
fights.

Rhee started studying 
Spanish when he was in 
ninth grade at Dana 
Junior High and 
followed with two years 
at AHS. Now a senior, 
he won’t be taking any 
formal instruction in 
the language. 

Korean born, Rhee 
doesn’t speak much 
of his native language, 
but he can read, write 
and understand Korean. 
He was 2 years old 
when he came to the 
United States with his 
family and has made his 
home in Arcadia for 
the past seven years. 

Now with this summer 
experience behind 
him, he has become more 
proficient, “confident” 
as he says, in yet ano¬ 
ther language. 

Chris Rhee is one of 
five Arcadia High School 
students who spent the 
summer on an AFS pro¬ 
gram. The experiences of 
three of those students 
have been featured in 
previous issues of The 
News, and the final par¬ 
ticipant will be highlight¬ 
ed in an upcoming issue.
